Deaths totaled only 15 at 8 a.m. 
(CST) today. There were 13 traffic 
deaths, one drowning and one in 
the miscellaneous category. 
A state of emergency was pro­ 
claimed by Gov. G. Mennen Wil­ 
liams in Michigan in a move to 
curb the toll. National Guard mil­ 
itary policemen joined regular po­ 
licemen in patrolling Michigan’s 
highways. 
President Eisenhower, in his ap­ 
peal to motorists, said: “Let’s be 
careful this weekend. Let’s stay 
alert. Let’s remember the simple 
rules of the road. Let’s fool the 
experts. Let’s all be alive next 
Tuesday.” 
There were 405 traffic fatalities 
over the 
three-dav Labor 
D ay 
holiday last year. The over-all 
total of violent deaths was 574. 
including 70 drowned and 99 killed 
in miscellaneous accidents. The re­ 
cord traffic death toll for the Labor 
Day holiday was 461 in 1951, while 
the record over-all toll was 658, 
also in 1951.

HANOI (.7)—Brig. Gen. Christian 
de Castries commander of the fall­ 
en Indochina fortress of Dien Bien 
Phu, reached freedom today. The 
Communists’ prize prisoner was 
visibly worn but still buoyant and 
“ hard to kill.” 
De Castries was brought to Hanoi 
from the exchange site where the 
Reds freed him at Vietri. He was 
met in Hanoi by Gen. Rene Cogny, 
commander of the 
withdrawing 
French forces in North Indochina. 
Leaned on Cane 
At the exchange point, De Cas­ 
tries leaned on a cane as he was 
turned crver but would not allow 
himself to be put in a stretcher. 
He rode to the exchange site in 
a Communist command car, ac- 
companiid by a Vietminh colonel 
and a Communist correspondent. 
His first request was for French 
fried potatoes and something dif­ 
ferent from his prison diet which 
was mainly rice. 
The French News Agency report­ 
ed De Castries stood for a few 
moments 
before 
a 
number 
of 
cameramen 
and 
emphasized 
to 
them the white flag of surrender 
had never been raised at Dien Bien 
Phu. 
The 52-year-old general spoke 
only a few words to French corre­ 
spondents. Asked how he had been 
treated, he complained that he had 
always been kept separate and had 
not been allowed to see or talk with 
his staff officers during his im­ 
prisonment. 
He described himself as “not 
completely well” but added he was 
hard to kill and said he would be 
in good health in a few days. He 
looked thin and tired but walked 
erect. Men who knew him 
before 
Dien Bien Phu said he was at least 
20 pounds underweight, looked sev­ 
eral years older and had grayed 
considerably. 
World Attention 
De Castries, highest ranking of­ 
ficer captured by the Communist- 
led rebels in the eight-year Indo- 
chian War, won world attention for 
leading the French stand at Dien 
Bien Phu. He was captured when 
the encircled North Indochina posi­ 
tion finally fell last May 7 after 
three months of siege. 
The general’s wife Jacqueline 
awaits him in Paris, She had been 
in Hanoi during the battle of Dien 
Bien Phu. 
De Castries, a dashing six-foot 
cavalry officer, was reported buoy­ 
ant, until the end at Dien Bien 
Phu. He wore a red cavalry cap 
instead of a 
steel 
helmet 
and 
brandished a riding crop as he di­ 
rected the desperate defense. 
His last radio message, as the 
Vietminh were charging down on 
his command bunker was: 
“ We will fight to the end. Au 
revoir, 
mon 
general. 
Vive 
la 
France.”

Secretary Dulles Soys 
Military Forces W ould 
Automatically React 
MANILA m — U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles today 
pledged that American 
military 
forces “would automatically react” 
if the Philippines should be attack­ 
ed. 
“ I wish to state in most emphatic 
terms that the United States will 
honor fully its commitments under 
the mutual defense treaty. If the 
Philippines 
were 
attacked, 
the 
United States would act immedi­ 
ately,” Dulles declared. 
Marks Opening 
His statement marked the open­ 
ing of U.S.-Philippines mutual de­ 
fense talks preliminary to an eight- 
nation Southeast Asia Security con­ 
ference which starts Monday. 
The Philippines, which has been 
insisting on an "all for one and 
one for all” type of defense pact, 
was expected to modify its de­ 
mands if guaranteed strong and 
prompt U.S. military assistance. 
Dulles’ statement appeared to be 
aimed at providing that guaran­ 
tee. 
“We expect the Philippines to 
contribute to its own security to 
the 
extent of its capabilities,” 
Dulles said. “The United States 
will take all practicable measures 
to maintain the security of the 
Philippines against external at­ 
tack.” 
The secretary said the United 
States would retain its military 
bases in the Philippines as “con­ 
crete evidence of the United States’ 
ability and intention to take neces­ 
sary countermeasures.” 
While the 7th Fleet has been or­ 
dered to protect Formosa from in­ 
vasion no such orders are neces­ 
sary in the case of the Philippines, 
Dulles 
declared, 
because 
"our 
forces would automatically react.” 
Strong Friendship 
The strong friendship between 
basis for cooperation to meet the 
new danger which has arisen since 
the end of World War II in Asia,” 
Dulles said. 
He described the rn^ua! defense 
pact linking the United 
and 
the Philippines as an “important 
link in the defense system of the 
free world . . .” and declared 
that “it should be so strong as to 
be unbreakable.”

He said it represented "a tactical 
gain for the Communists as dam­ 
aging to our prestige as our mil­ 
itary retreat from the Yalu” dur­ 
ing the Korean War.

Why should we, down here in southeast 
Missouri, raise money for a campaign to elect 
a United States Senator when no one is cam­ 
paigning for that office from this state? 


There are all too many people, supposedly intelli­ 
gent people at that, who believe that the only elections 
they should concern themselves about are those in which 
candidates are running from their own particular sec­ 
tion of the country.

The two Missouri senators, as a matter of course, 
depend for .support of measures designed for the bene­ 
fit of Missouri on other senators of the Democratic party 
and the more Democratic senators who are elected the 
more certain we are, here in Missouri, of legislation that 
will not discriminate against us. 
As the legislature is today the complexion of Con­ 
gress is so evenly divided between the two parties that 
the election of just one senator could mean which party 
would control.

His statem ent marked the open­ 
ing of U.S.-Philippines mutual de­ 
fense talks prelim inary to an eight- 
nation Southeast Asia Security con­ 
ference which starts Monday. 
The Philippines, which has been 
insisting on an "all for one and 
one for all” type of defense pact, 
was expected to modify its de­ 
mands if guaranteed strong and 
prompt U.S. military assistance. 
Dulles’ statement appeared to be 
aimed at providing that guaran­ 
tee. 
"We expect the Philippines to 
contribute to its own security to 
the extent of its capabilities.” 
Dulles said. "The United States 
will take all practicable m easures 
to maintain the security of the 
Philippines against external at­ 
tack.” 
The secretary said the United 
States would retain its m ilitary 
bases in the Philippines as “ con­ 
crete evidence of the United States’ 
ability and intention to take neces­ 
sary countermeasures.” 
While the 7th Fleet has been or­

Cutting for fodder is practical 
only when it Is im practical to use 
the crop for silage. Badly dam ­ 
aged corn will rot easily in wet 
weather. So it’s best if you can 
store fodder in a dry place as 
soon as it is cured.
